WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
The House tackled a $160,590,611 
omnibus appropriations bill today 
amid curt demands for elimina- 
tion of “parasides and leeches” 
from the Office of Civilian Defense 
payroll and sharp protests against 
the assignments given Actor Mel- 
vyn Douglas and Dancer Mayris 
Chaney. J 

Protesting what he termed 
“boondoggling in connection with 


the Office of Civilian. Defense,” 
Representative -Faddis . (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, said the OCD “is 
being prostituted to boondoggling 
and to the interests of a class of 
people ... ‘whose loyalty” he said 
was questionable. 

Melvyn Douglas, Faddis com- 
mented, draws an OCD salary 
equal to that of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur and Miss Chaney’s pay is 
“almost twice as much as Cart. 
Colin Kelly” received before he 
was killed. 

But Capt. Kelly’s widow, he 
added sarcastically, ‘would stand 
small chance” to get an OCD posi- 
tion “because she is not on the 
blacklist of the Dies Committee.” 

Asserting that the Dies Commit- 
tee—created to investigate un- 
American activities—might as well 
be abolished, Faddis contended 
that when the Dies Committee ex-

Earle Says Gestapo Soaked 
ists in Gasoline, Set 
Them Afire. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 6 (AP). 
Life in occupied. Europe “is so 
horrible it isn't worth living,” 
George H. Earle, United States 
Minister to Bulgaria, told a char- 
ity campaign luncheon group yes- 
terday. 

Earle, recalled when Bulgaria de- 
clared war on the United States| 
in December, made his official re- 
port to the State Department in 
Washington yesterday. 

Earle said in @ speech that Rus- 
gian parachuti landed in Bul- 
garia while he was there to stir a 
revolution, but were captured, 
soaked in gasoline and set afire 
by the Gestapo “to make them con- 
fess.” 

“Life is so horrible, with abso- 
lutely no security of any kind, it 
just isn’t worth while,” he de- 
clared. 


“The German military are. effi- 
cient and very ruthless. They were 
merciless when they thought it 
would serve their ends best. The 
Gestupo are the horrors of Germ- 
any. They furnish the _ sadistic, 
horrible thing that go on.” 

As an example of what he called/ 

German ruthlessness, Earle said 
the Luftwaffe blested “twb or 
three” Serbian villages “off the 
face of the earth” in retaliation for 
a Serbian attack on a column of 
troops. 
“The Gestapo, though, when they 
captured Russian Communists who 
dropped by parachutes on Builga- 
rian soil to -start a revolution 
among the Bulgarian people, would 
take these men, strip them naked, 
pour gasoline on them and set it 
on fire to make them confess. 

“It’s a terrible thing to live in a 
country where you know you might 
disappear any minute,” Earle said.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP). 
ILITARY and Naval experts 
asserted today that the situa- 
tion of Allied forces in the 
Western Pacific at the end of the 
second month of war was very 
serious and that further reverses 
could be expected. 
While fully recognizing. the 
heroic achievements of defenders 


the Dutch Indies and allowing for 
Japanese losses of more than 100 
ships and thousands of men, these 
authorities grimly declared that 
only the delivery of huge reinforce- 
ments—difficult if not. impossible 
at this time—would turn. the tide 
of battle. — 

Initiative With Enemy. 

The Japanese were said still to 
possess. the great advantages of 
time and initiative seized in their 
attack without warning on Pearl 
Harbor, two months ago tomor- 
row. Theirs is ‘the choice of when 
and where to attack, and the costs 
they are paying in troops and ma- 
terial were described as not too 
great for the advances they havé 
made. : 

Effective reinforcements, espe- 
cially in warplanes, could block 
further advances and hold the 
threatened bastions still in Allied 
hands, it was said, for the Japa- 
nese position has become vulner- 
able at many points. 

But America’s striking power 
still is largely in the factories and 
training camps. And the materiel 
now ready for the fighting fronts. 
must be divided among England, 
Russia and Africa as well as the 
Orient and transported with naval 
protection over thousands of miles 
of dangerous ocean. 

Japan’s Accomplishments. 

As strategists here sum up enemy 
gains in two months of incessant 
action, the Ja ese have: 

1, Prevented offensive use of 
the Pacific fleet for many weeks 
by. the raid on Pearl Harbor. 

2. Forced the Asiatic fleet ‘to 
withdraw from its Philippine 
bases and pushed the American 
defense forces on the islands into 
a last ditch stand on Batan 

Peninsula and in the forts cov- 
ering Manila Bay, 

3. Completely overrun the Ma- 
lay Peninsula and put the Brit- 
ish base of Singapore under siege 
with overwhelming forces after 
having destroyed the mainstays 
of British naval power in the 

- Orient—the battleship Prince of 

Wales and the battle cruiser Re- 

pulse. 

4 Mate landings at various 
points in the Dutch East Indies 
so that without waiting for the 
fall of either the Philippines or 
Singapore they already are able 
to bomb such Dutch bases as 
Soerabaja, on which effective de- 
fense of the Indies depend. 

5. Captured Moulmein and ad- 
vanced toward the Burma Road, 
threatening to cut the artery on 
which China depends for outside 
supplies, ‘ 

6. Captured Hongkong.

To protect these far- 
flung communication lines the 
main fleet probably is based hun- 
dreds of miles south of the Japa- 
nese homeland, leaving it to some 
extent poorly protected. 

Two recent incidents of success- 
ful Allied action already have 
sharply pointed up these weak- 


States-Dutch attack on a convoy 
in Macassar Strait off Borneo. Al- 
though it was a 100-ship affair 
loaded with invasion troops and 
supplies, the Japanese apparently 
had provided the convoy with a 
relatively light escort. The Allies 
sank or damaged more than 50 
ships of all types and casualties 
probably ran into the thousands. 

The second incident was the raid 
by units of the United States Pa- 
cific’ fleet on .Japanese bases in 
the Marshall and Gilbert Islands. 
The Navy said it heavily damaged 
these enemy bases flanking Amer- 
ican supply routes to the Western 
Pacific, but it found no Japanese 
combatant ship in the area. 

The losses in fleet auxiliary ves- 
sels which the Japanese suffered 
in the raid were piled on top of 
their losses in Macassar Strait and 
elsewhere to raise the total of all 
types of vessels sunk to far more 
that 100, but a more exact figure 
must await further reports of the 
action. 

Japanese Losses.

URBANA, IIL, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
Hope that all Allied war relief 
activities will be co-ordinated to 
the same extent as military action 
was expressed yesterday by Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt in an address 
to Illinois farmers and home mak- 
ers. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who is assistant 
director of the Office of Civilian 
Defense, told-more than 5000 per- 
sons attending the forty-first Farm 
and Home week at the University 
of Illinois that “we cannot let down 
on relief work and devote all our 
efforts to our own country.”

TAND back a little from life. 
Don't get so close to it that it 
burns you. Especially keep back 
from the children whose lives are 
so close to yours. Don’t see all they 
do. Don't listen to all they say. 
Don’t take every little vagary, 
every slight departure from rou- 
tine as a matter of grave concern, 
Life is a changing, growing 
scheme. It is not the same two 
days in succession, nor two hours. 
If one is excited about the turn of 
each moment; one lives in a tor- 
ment of noise and activity that has 
no meaning because it has no end. 
What's the use of getting ex- 
cited because a child uses a bad 
word this minute, falls down atairs 
the next, says his prayers the next 
and outrages his neighbor's feel- 
ings the next? You may have to 
get out the witch hazel, but beyond 
that you need scarcely turn your 
head. He is on his way, living, and 
you might better accept that. 
Children go through many phases 
from infancy to matur- 
ity. They are angels, fiends, or just 
plain children by turns. They lie; 
they are meticulously honest; they 
pilfer; they bestow generously;

Stand back and watch their 
growth from a distance and you

No phase lasts. too long in nor- 
mally healthy children. Assure 

of their health and then 
don’t take them too seriously. This 
will take some adjustment on your 
side. You and the neighbors live 
on an adult scheme. Your man- 
ners, actions, speech and the rest 
are adult. You know what is fit 
and proper under most circum- 
stances, and you live to that. 

Children are not adult. They are 
growing into maturity by slow 
stages, and these stages are likely 
to show some strange feelings and 
tastes and ideas.
